Distance from Newcastle (by water) half-a-mile. Population, 1891 census, 2,416. Stockton is situated on 
the northern side of the Newcastle Harbour, on a peninsula of that name, and is in communication with 
the city side by two lines of steam ferries. There is also a horse ferry for vehicular and cargo traflic. 
Within its boundary there are the Colliery Works, Patent Slips and Ship-building Yards, Limeburning, Timber 
and Engineering Works, Anglican, Roman Catholic, Primitive Methodist and Congregational Churches, Sal- 
vation Army Barracks, Seamen’s Mission House, Public School, School of Arts, Council Chambers, Boat 
Harbour, Dog Quarantine Station, Cemetery, and a most extensive block of Quarantine Buildings, which 
were erected in 1900. In the early part of that year the Bubonic Plague raged in Sydney, and threatened 
Newcastle ; fortunately, it did not reach Newcastle, probably due to the extreme precautions taken. The 
hastening of the Quarantine Station must certainly be attributed to the plague scare. The introduction of 
such an institution at once did away with the great inconvenience and expense necessitated through having 
to send the crews of infectious disease-stricken vessels to the Sydney Quarantine Station as heretofore. 
The inhabitants enjoy a magnificent ocean beach, recreation reserves and river scenery. The municipal 
valuation of 1900 showed: Municipal Household Property, £11,046, annual rental value: Landed Property, 
£36,800, capital value; Total Capital Value of Property in the Municipality, £136,800.

NEWCASTLE DEFENCE FORCES. 


Northern District Head Quarters: Bolton St. 


The Voluuteer system in the defence of this colony commenced in the Neweastle district as far 
back as 1855, when the late Major Bolton was appointed to the command of 100 men, his ofticers being 
Captain H. J. Brown, Lieutenant Arnott and Ensign J. D. Langley. ‘he present Battery of Volunteer 
Artillery was formed in the same year. Captain Holt was commander, his second in command being 
Lieutenant (now Lieutenant-Colonel) Kirkaldy. ‘Ten years later saw the formation of the Naval Brigade, 
under the late Captain Allen ; Captain H. R. Cross was first Lieutenant. The company mustered 60 men 
all told, and was possessed of an excellent brass band. The city is now stiongly foitified. The forts at 
Fort Scratchley, on Allen’s Hi!l, and one on Shepherd’s Hill. command the coast, harbor, and city. The 
armament consists of three 9-inch muzzle-lciding rifle guns, with a casemented battery of rifled 80- 
pounders; the whole is enclosed by a ditch and piuisading. with the necessary loop-holes for ‘armament. 
The range of the guns is so directed as to command any portion of the coast. They also cover the line of 
torpedoes which, when necessary, can be laid, and in such manner that they can be be fired instantaneously.
